Of foxes, fox-hunting and hunters, 
‘there seems to be no end of stories, 
' A recent letter from Col. Robt. H. 
“Gray, now living at Thurmont, Mary- 
land, but for many decades a large 
Mandowner in Loudoun, recalls the 
searly days of hunting in Loudoun. 

At the turn of the century, Col. Gray 
‘bought ‘‘The Glebe” an estate of sev- 
al hundred acres near North Fork, 
sand was the first man in the county 
‘to panel his land at his own expense. 
Fox-hunters were, in many cases, 
greatly resented by the farmers of 
that day, but Col. Gray used his wide 
influence to break down that feel- 
ing, persuading his neighbors that 
‘the “Damyankees are here to stay, 
‘(Lee and Jackson both being dead) 
gand if we can’t beat ’em, let’s jine 
em.” So the North Fork country 
"was opened and paneled and to this 
day sees many a, stirring chase. In 
‘his letter Col. Gray recalls “Good 
old Louis Leith, a prince of sports- 

» men, and that very quiet gentleman, 
» Sam Fred, who rode a western sad- 

dle and always was in or near the 
' Kill. And Miss Dorothy Henry, a 

fearless rider she was.’’ Col. Gray 
j is an ardent and enthusiastic reader 
of The Chronicle, finding in its pages 
-tontact with his beloved Virginia, for 
which the “Free State” is but a poor 
' substitute.

The blizzard of the past week, 
which had its halting effect on traffic 
throughout the east, stalled many a 
van en route to Peekskill, N. Y., with 
hunters and jumpers for the 8th An- 
nual Horse Show there. In conse- 
quence, the two day event was post- 
poned a day, taking place last Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

J. V. Bouvier III’s great little mare 
Stepaside, did not dodge the issue in 
the State Armory, going straighiways 
to the top in four classes for blues 
and getting a second in the Model to 
May Top’s Lord Britain, who only 
competed the first day. By Out the 
Way—Miss Step, the brilliant cam- 
paigner, recently the Reserve at the 
National Horse Show, took honors in 
the Hunter Hacks, the Working 
Hunters, Hunters under Saddle and 
Hunters Up to Any Weight. The lat- 
ter event was held on both days, with 
Stepaside winning the second day, 
over Mrs. Gordon Wright’s Little 
Flight, and getting the second ribbon 
the first day behind Mrs. Sydney 
Stephen Gilbert’s Glenara. 

The nice moving grey gelding Lit- 
tle Flight, of the Wright stable won 
a leg on the Misty Morn Challenge 
Trophy, presented by Miss Wilhel- 
mine S. Kirby. Ridden by Miss Peg- 
gy Carpenter, in a comparatively 
small field of contestants, Little 
Flight turned in a pleasing perform- 
ance to be recorded as the winner. 
Little Flight was placed above the 
S. S. Gilberts’ Glenara. 

As usual, Arthur McCashin, with 
his quiet and impressive style of rid- 
ing, turned in winning performances 
on Modernistic and Will Gallop, to 
account for the Philip J. Bliss stable. 
Though Mr. Bliss’ mounts, (Modern- 
istic, Will Gallop and Bay-Flight), 
were the winners of the Irish Free 
State Challenge Trophy at the Na- 
tional, (and for the second consecu- 
tive year), they had to take back for 
Mike Carroll’s Happy Warrior and 
the S. S. Gilberts’ Glendhu in the 
Knock Down and Out Jumping. 

Miss Joan Townsend, of Horse Is- 
land, Greenwich, was thrown heavily 
during the Open Hunter Class when 
her grey mare Air Ship misjudged a 
chicken-coop, turning the jump over 
as they came down.

Snow Fails To Deter Manager 
Boyle As 600 Horses Gather 
At West Virginia Track 


With the closing of Bowie, race- 
goers have turned to the Charles 
Town Track in West Virginia where 
six hundred horses are slated to run 
in 15 days of racing. The track open- 
ed Thursday and in spite of an al- 
most impossible week as far as wea- 
ther, by dint of plowing, resurfacing 
and raking, officials had the track in 
very fair condition, although very 
muddy. 

Horses to be seen competing for 
some $50,000 in stakes and purses 
are such good handicap ones as Mrs. 
Kenneth Gilpin’s Teddy’s Star, the 
four-year-old daughter of the late 
*Teddy who won three races at this 
track last spring; Holluschickie, 4- 
year-old Display colt and a good one 
in mud whose recent performances 
were at Narragansett, where he scor- 
ed for his owner, Mrs. P. A. Shaw; 
Royal Business, another in the handi- 
cap class, belonging to Captain 
Ewart Johnston is a three-year-old 
sun Meadow filly who accounted for 
the Charles Town purse last June 
and then went on to score at several 
of the Maryland tracks through the 
summer. Dion Kerr has Ocean Roll 
ready for J. A. Manfuso. This four- 
year-old gelding by *Strolling Player 
has been the winner of three races 
this season. 

Mrs. J. H. Whitney has two horses 
trained by Dion Kerr running, the 
first Game Chaser a good two-year- 
old by *Royal Falcon that ran second 
in the mud at Laurel and the six- 
year-old Enthusiasm by Bubbling 
Over. 

The $1,000 Handicap on Saturday 
for three-year-olds and upward is ex- 
pected to draw out the top of the 
horses with Kenty of K. N. Gilpin 
and E. R. Pike, by the late *Teddy 
expected to be one of the favorites. 
Others ready for the Saturday Handi- 
cap are: Ocean Roll, bred by the late 
Admiral Grayson at his Blue Ridge 
Farm by *Strolling Player—Sea Tale 
by. Seasick, a well bred one that 
should do well Saturday if blood and 
expert training can do the trick. 
Teddy’s Star by *Teddy of Mrs. Gil- 
pin and Royal Business, owned by 
Capiain Ewart Johnston. 

Charles M. Feltner noted Berry- 
ville trainer, has fifteen horses at the 
track. Kenty; Teddy’s Star; Procsit

Bad Weather Closes Bowie And 
Curtails Winning Of Virginia 
Breds In Racing Week 


With few tracks in operation these 
wintry days, not to speak of Bowie’s 
being completely snowed in on Sat- 
urday last, the sons and daughters 
of Virginia sires still plodding away 
continue to turn in victories, though 
the weekly average has suffered a 
considerable reduction. 

Last Thursday down at the New 
Orleans Fair Grounds Mrs. C. C. 
Winters’ 4-year-old filly Catomar, by 
*Omar Khayyam, romped away with ’ 
the $2,000 added Thanksgiving Hand- 
icap which featured the program be- 
fore a holiday crowd. This is her 
first important victory of the season, 
though she has accounted for several 
claiming events during the course of 
the year, in fact she annexed one 
while racing for the Coward & Coffee 
colors at the same track back in 
January. 

C. Ponce’s 2-year-old Ed Crump 
colt Big Ned scored at Bowte om Nov- 
ember 24, his first return to the win- 
ners’ circle in some twenty three ef- 
forts since he broke his maiden at 
New Orleans last February. Another 
older son of Ed Crump performing 
out on the West Coast is F. C. Mar- 
met’s 6-year-old horse Barcarolle 
who turned in a couple of successive 
triumphs at Del Mar in August and 
won his third straight with another 
at Tanforan last Friday. 

Also a fairly consistent doer out 
there is the 4-year-old Nancolas & 
Wright filly Young Agnes, she by 
Hydromel, who has had a victory to 
her credit at several of the golden 
state tracks, including Santa Anita, 
Longacres, Bay Meadows and now 
her latest at Tanforan on November 
23. The same can be said for the 4- 
year-old Judge Hay filly Thistle

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NOTED VA. HORSEMAN 
DIES AT 77 IN HOSPITAL 


One of Virginia’s noted horsemen 
passed on last Friday when Gwynn 
R. Tompkins died at Emergency Hos- 
pital in Washington from _ injuries 
suffered in a fall when the 77 year 
old retired sportsman slipped on the 
ice at Warrenton home on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

For forty years Mr. Tompkins was 
an outstanding owner and _ trainer, 
giving up an early newspaper career 
for his love of horses. A native of St. 
Louis, he came to Washington when 
still in his ’teens and there worked 
for several years aS a page in the 
Senate. Then taking up journalism, 
he was for a time a sports writer on 
The Washington Post from which he 
went to a position on the staff of 
the New York Sun. 

Mr. Tompkins first became known 
to many of his Virginia associates 
back in the early 90’s while racing at

VA. MONEY WINNERS FOR MONTH 


Imp. Sun Briar Progeny Garner $5,325 With Four 
Wins As Racing Slows Down On Many 
Tracks For Winter 


*Sun Briar, the grand old veteran of Court Manor, stands at the top of 
The Chronicle‘s November list of money winning Virginia sires. Always 
among the first ten, *Sun Briar has been more consistently near the top each 
month than any other sire in the state. With the track activities slowing 
up and consequently with fewer big stakes in November, the *Sun Briar 
progeny reached the top with four wins and a total of $5,325. Foremost of 
these was Sun Egret’s triumph in The Baltimore Autumn Handicap at Pim- 
lico on November 2. The reliable Sunport, Sanford Stud Farm’s 5-year-old 
horse, turned in two more victories at Narragansett and Mrs. F. J. Vollmer’s 
Sun Antioch scored one at Pimlico. 

Second on the list is Abbot's Nymph, Houghton P. Metcalf’s 15-year-old 
sire who stands at his Catesby Farm at Upperville and whose 4-year-old 
son High Velocity surprised them all at Pimlico early in the month by scor- 
ing twice in two successive days, earning $3,825 and capturing the first run- 
ning of The Grayson Stakes. 

The late *Omar Khayyam follows in third place with six wins and $3,215, 
including Catomar’s recent Thanksgiving victory at New Orleans which con- 
tributed $1,485. Pompey, who has three times headed the list, is in fourth 
place, due to the one victory of Outdone, Alfred Vanderbilt’s 2-year-old filly 
who captured the Sagamore Handicap at Pimlico and $2,995 on November 4.

With falling weather, rain and 
sleet, joint-Masters Miss Charlotte 
Noland and Daniel C. Sands called a 
halt to Middleburg Hunt activities on 
Thanksgiving, when over a hundred 
were expectant of the Thursday’s 
sport. The meet scheduled for 10:00 
at Foxcroft School was canceled 
shortly after 9:30, when roads were 
covered with ice. 

Snow, or no snow, Middleburg 
Hounds, idle since Monday the 21st, 
went out Saturday, Nov. 26th, meet- 
ing at the Crompton Smiths’ Feather- 
bed Farm at one o’clock. Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith greeted Mr. Sands, M. F. 
H., and the field with welcomed glas- 
ses of sherry. 

The entire Middleburg pack was 
out, over thirty couple, one of the 
largest number of Hounds seen hunt- 
ed at one time in some days. Des- 
pite the number, Huntsman Maddux 
and Whipper-in George had complete 
obedience, and moved off down the 
lane back of Featherbed to jump into 
the field there and go south, making 
the first draw. 

Snow was about six inches deep, 
and Hounds drew down through the 
country, left handed, through the 
James B. Skinner farm. Three foxes 
were viewed during the day. Scent- 
ing conditions were impossible. 

On several occasions, Hounds were 
put right on the tracks of a fox, 
plainly visible in the snow. Hounds 
would pick it up for a few hundred 
yards, in fact for several fields on 
one occasion, though the freezing 
temperature later in the afternoon, 
and snow, made it more difficult.

left-handed, with Hounds’ going 
strongly, but a loss was soon encount- 
ered. Riders on a hill, who viewed 
the fox and his course, took Hunts- 
man Maddux to the point where he 
was last seen, but Hounds could not 
make it out, and were taken in after 
three hours a-field. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 29th, Mr. Sands 
called a bye-day of it, with a ‘‘full 
pack’’—52 Hounds, according to 
Huntsman Maddux, moving off from 
the one o’clock meeting at ‘‘Glen- 
wood Park Course’. Some thirty fol- 
lowers were out, with the tempera- 
ture rising rapidly and much of the 
Thanksgiving snow running away in 
rivulets. Still the going was difficult, 
horses balling badly.

FOXHUNTING A COMMUNITY ENTERPRISE 











A few Hunts in this country are making a definite effort to remove them- 
selves from the category of Clubs and become hunting organizations in 
which the community as such takes an interest in hunting. Everyone wish- 
ing to hunt who can support a horse and who is keen about the sport is wel- 
come in the Field. 

Such Democratic methods can be most helpful to the sport of foxhunting 
which can only live throughout the years by the cooperation and understand- 
ing of the whole community. As soon as the club idea becomes imbedded in 
people’s minds so that the Hunt is a restricted affair in which the ability to 
hunt depends on the election of members the sport becomes that of a privi- 
leged few. In some localities, it may be highly desirable to maintain a rigid 
club membership, provide hunting privileges only for those who are duly 
elected members, and set minimum dues under which no one is allowed to 
hunt. 

Although desirable, in most cases it is not conducive to the carefree sport 
out of doors on horses and behind Hounds that is so essential an element 
to Foxhunting. The word club has an unfortunate sound. It somehow gives 
the thought of wealthy plutocrats sitting behind closed doors in splendour, 
and not giving a hoot for those less fortunate than they who remain outside 
because they are not of the same clique. Such isolation is not actually the 
ease as farmers are almost always made welcome and encouraged to Hunt, 
but the connotation behind the word club still remains the same. 

In England the community spirit behind the Hunt is far better than any- 
thing we have evolved in this country, although hunting at Melton was first 
started in the 18th century as a club. Throughout the years, however, the 
community has turned out with the Hounds. On bicycle, on foot, or on 
horseback when the Hounds meet, the community is there too. If the word 
club were used in these English subscription packs, it might tend to create 
this same unfortunate feeling of class or privilege that is so dampening for 
the sportsman of small means who is unable to pay a large subscription but 
who nevertheless may have more enthusiasm, a better sense of Hound work 
and the purpose of hunting than many of the Club members themselves. 

As roads continue to grow broader and as cities grow further out into the 
countryside, the problems of the Hunting community become very serious. 
The answer must lie in the interest of the community as such in Foxhunt- 
ing. This is not so much the case in Virginia, where rural areas are still 
almost universal and where the Master never has to worry about the en- 
croachment of the city on his domain, but the thought remains the same and 
a club is an incorporated, private unity which automatically excludes the 
sportsman with one horse and a fondness for hunting. Members of the 
Essex Hounds in New Jersey have been working towards a community 
spirit idea within the past year. Subscriptions are of course necessary and 
subscriptions must remain the lifeblood of hunting for the Masters are few 
indeed who are able to maintain unaided their own packs of Hounds, but 
a club to go hunting need not be essential. 

Subscriptions can be collected, Capping Fees paid, and the expenses of the 
Hunt maintained without the use of the word club. The more the commun- 
ity is made to feel that the Hounds and the Hunt are theirs ,the more inter- 
est and cooperation will be given it. Fox Hunting is a game for all true 
sportsmen with a heart to throw over a fence, an ear to find Hounds and an 
eye to view them away. Such a great sport should never be confined to 
clubs but should be built up and supported by communities as joint enter- 
prises. It’s future lies in cooperation from all of the countryside, not just 
from the club members.

having, made a paintsking research 
into the works of the artist for many 
years, thirty five portraits have been 
collected on ‘“‘sport in America,’”’ by 
Troye. They include the paintings of 
Lexington, pronounced by the late 
Fairfax Harrison as “the grandest 
portrait of a horse I have ever seen,”’ 
the American Eclipse when Eclipse 
was twenty years of age, Reel by 
Glencoe—Gallopada the champion 
of the southwest the dam of Lecom- 
pte, the great rival of Lexington; 
Bertrand by Sir Archy—Eliza by 
*Bedford, the first picture Troye 
was commissioned to paint after 
Bertrand had been sold for $35,000. 
There is a picture of Glencoe by 
Sultan—Trampoline, by Tramp who 
was the founder of the oldest branch 
of the Herod line in America that 
began the famous sire line of 
Hindoo, Hanover and Hamburg. 
Other famous horses at the exhibit- 
ion are Lightning, foaled in 1857, by 
Lexington, Leamington, Spanish 
Jack was painted for Henry Clay of 
Ashland, ‘‘America’? age 25 months, 
Tranby by Sir Blackcock made im- 
mortal by Squire Osbaldeston who 
rode him four times in his great 
match of 200 miles to be performed 
in less than 10 hours for 1,000 
Tranby was imported to 
Virginia in 1835 and appears in the 
pedigree of Hanover. 

Edward Troye was born in Swit- 
zerland in 1808 and died in George- 
town, Kentucky in 1874. At the age 
of 20, Troye sailed for America. 
Harry Worcester Smith has _ been 
collecting Troye paintings since 
1911 when August Belmont display- 
ed a number of Troye paintings be- 
longing to the Jockey Club at the 
first Sportsman’s Dinner given at 
the Waldorf Astoria. Mr. Smith has 
been able to locate some 
tures done by Troye and has had 
photographs made of over half of 
them. In Virginia Troye painted 
such cracks of their day as Fanny 
Washington, Exchequer and Planet 
Troye went to the home of Colonel 
Wade Hampton and painted Maria 
West, one of the foundation mares in 
American Turf History as 
Argyl, Monarch and Sovereign.

When you are sick as a fool with 
the Flu, your mind is on nothing but 
your aches, pains, cold pills, lung 
lamps and not much of anything to 
eat. Hot, buttered toddies might 
bring a slight gleam to your eye, but 
I really don’t think they do an awful 
lot of good, unless you are willing to 
wrap up in about a million blankets 
after you have had one and sweat out 
the poison in your system. If you do 
this regularly, you can break up the 
Flu. 

Hot, Buttered, Toddy 

Put a little rock candy sugar in the 
bottom of a stone mug; pour on 
enough water to melt the sugar, then 
a jigger and a half of good old Bour- 
bon whiskey; drop in three or four 
whole cloves and a slice of lemon; 
fill up with boiling water, dropping 
in a half teaspoon of butter, and 
sprinkle a little nutmeg or cinnamon 
on top and drink as hot as you can 
stand it. 

If you don’t wrap up in blankets, 
at least keep warm after this drink 
and for goodness sake keep away 
from open doors and out of draughts. 


Don’t wait for a big buffet meal to 
have a baby roast pig. They are a 
thousand times better hot than cold 
and it’s never a success to try and 
serve a little pig hot at a buffet, and 
besides the things that go with hot 
roast pig are divine, such as hominy 
grits, yams, (look at the grand recipe 
for these below), fried apples, fox 
grape jelly, corn pone and loads of 
brown pan gravy. 


The thought of having a whole 
baby pig is rather frightening, but, 
honestly, you would be surprised how 
few people it will serve. 

I’ll never forget once when I gave 
a hunt breakfast and ordered a small 
pig. To my horror, when the butch- 
er sent the pig up, it looked colossal. 
It was colossal. We had to cut a sec- 
tion out of his middle and roast him 
in relays. Then when he came on 
the table he had a sash on, made out 
of holly, to hide the joining together 
act. It looked pretty good, but like 
the shortest coupled pig that was ever 
born. While we were at it we cook- 
ed the cut out section too and I 
thought to myself ‘‘We will be having 
roast pig for the next month.” Be- 
lieve it or not, there was nothing left 
of that pig after the party but the 
hooves.

% cup butter 

1 bunch watercress 

1 small, red, polished apple 
2 cranberries 


See that the piglet has been hung 
for ten days before you cook it. 
Clean, inside and out, rinse and dry. 
Fill inside loosely with stuffing and 
sew securely. Tie legs in place. 
Make him look as if he were lying on 
his tummy with his chin on his front 
feet. Sprinkle with salt and pour 
about a cup of hot water in the pan. 
Lay a piece of heavy, greased paper 
over the pig. Stick, with toothpicks, 
strips of bacon over ears so they 
won’t burn. Roast in moderate oven 
for about 3 or 4 hours, basting often 
with butter, hot water and drippings 
to keep skin from cracking. Remove 
paper a half hour before meat is 
done, also bacon strips. 


I forgot to tell you to poke a couple 
of marbles in the eye sockets before 
you start the cooking job. When the 
pig is done, pop the marbles out and 
pop a couple of cranberries in their 
place. I also forgot to tell you to put 
a block of wood or a piece of corn 
cob in the mouth, and have it just 
the size of the apple you are going 
to have the pig clamping its teeth on 
when he goes to the table. Put him 
on a bed of watercress, on a very hot 
platter. This ought to serve about 
ten. 


Candied Orange Yams 

12 yams 

14 cup butter 

2 cups sugar 

2 teaspoons grated orange peel. 

A dash of salt 

2 cups maple sugar 

Boil yams till done. Pare and ar- 
range in a deep fire proof dish. Mix 
melted butter, sugar, syrup, orange 
peel and salt and pour over potatoes. 
Brown in a hot oven. 


Sage Dressing 

6 cups soft bread crumbs 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon black pepper 

1 teaspoon powdered sage 

1 minced onion 

14 cup butter 

Mix bread crumbs, seasonings, and 
onion; add butter slowly, tossing 


lightly with a fork until blended.

Anderson 
Fowler succeeds J. C. Brady as joint 
Master, the senior master K. B. Sch- 
ley remaining in office. The new 
secretary is F. L. Winston who suc- 
ceeds F. S. Moseley, Jr. 

Since taking over the mastership 
Mr. Fowler has shown exceptional en- 
thusiasm. He is in a fair way to est- 
ablishing a record, having missed 
only two days hunting thus far this 
season, and on one of these occasions 
he was absent only because called to 
his job as supervisor of local elect- 
ions. He has shown great aptitude 
for his job as M. F. H. and is ex- 
ceedingly popular with farmers and 
field alike. We hope that he will soon 
see fit to take over the horn himself 
at least two days a week. 


W. Thomas continues as Hunts- 
man with Nate Brown, late Kennel 
Huntsman to Mr. Campbell Wier’s 
Rockland Beagles as First Whip. 
George Conners is promoted from 
Kennelman to be Second Whip. 

The Trigg-Virginia strain of Amer- 
ican foxhounds introduced into the 
country by Mr. Brady when he as- 
sumed the Mastership in 1934 has 
proved a great success. A large entry 
was put on this year and in spite of 
the dry and hot cubbing season they 
are hunting well and handling to 
perfection. Thomas has become quite 
an artist on the horn which aids the 
master and field in telling his where- 
abouts and what he is doing and thus 
greatly adds to their enjoyment of 
the sport. It has been found most sat- 
isfactory to hunt the dog Hounds on 
Mondays and Thursdays and the bit- 
ches on Wednesdays and Saturdays.

The Essex have been followed this 
season by quite a large following on 
foot and on bicycles and it is always 
a pleasure to see these enthusiasts 
out with Hounds. The organization 
of the Hunt is still formed around a 
Hunt Club, but we look forward to 
the time when it can be changed and 
put on a community basis more con- 
sistent with the true spirit of fox 
hunting. We note with pleasure that 
this operation—the dropping of the 
Hunt Club—is being undertaken by 
more American Hunts each year. 


Seldom is a Master of Hounds 
granted the satisfaction of being able 
to provide an excellent run for a 
large holiday field.
